MODERN TRENDS 
IN EDUCATION 


REVISING THE CURRICULUM 


Modern educationists ere aroused 
to the need of change in the present 
curriculum to meet the needs of a 
modern and changing world. 

No longer is a purely academic 
course considered the be-all and end- 
all of a desirable education, but in 
place or included with this are a num- 
ber of subjects of the practical nat- 
ure, in which one’s hands as well as 
his brain are brought into use. 

To this end Dr Newlands, Superin- 
tendent of Alberta Schools has sub- 
mitted a number of questions to the 
various High School Teachers of the 
Province a Report on which is to be 
brought in at the Easter Convention 
in Calgary. 

Apropos of this a meeting was he'd 
in Strathmore Saturday last at which 
were present S. H. Crowther, W. 1. 
MacKenzie, F. E. Worger, Principal 
of Carseland High School, Mr Sweet 
of Calgary, Supervisor of High Schoo!s 
for this district, Mr M. MacLeod, Sup- 
ervisor of Public Schools for the 
Wheatland S. D. and a number of in 
terested “laymen,” 

Mr Crowther and Mr Worger were 
appointed President and Secretary 
respectively, and a further meeting 
will be held Saturday, Feb. 21st at 
Carseland. 

Mr MacLeod is carrying on a ser: 
ies of meetings throughout the Wheat 
land Division. 

To report the findings of the meet- 
ing in full, would require more space 
than we have, hence we will quote 
just a couple of clauses of the pam- 
phlet, which was under discussion, by 
which the genera] public wil] gain 
some idea of the problem and changes 
involved. 

For instance— 

Question submitted— Is it possible 
to build a democratic society with the 
traditional system and programme 
of education? 

Answer— Yes, but if anything bet- 
ter is possible, use it, and do away 
with traditional methods, 

Question— It has been held that 
the high school programme should be 
designed to foster (1) scholarship, 
(2) discipline, (3) personality and 
character, (4) social responsibility.— 
Are these aims valid Are they com- 
patible? What is their order of pre- 
cedence? 

Answer— Mr MacLeod said _ he 
would like to add one more condition 
and that it be made the first— i.e. 
the development of a healthy body, 
through more organized periods of 
Physical Education. This suggestion 
and the following order was approved 
(2) Social Responsibility, (3) Person- 
ality and Character, (4) Scholarship, 
(5) Discipline—if imposed from with- 
out; if self imposed it is part of soc- 
lal responsibility, (6) Semi-vocational, 
elective subjects. 

The above will serve to show the 
nature of the discussion leading up to 
a revised High School Curriculum.

A LARGE ORDER 


CANADA'S WAR 
PRODUCTION 1942 


The following is a list of imple- 
ments of war already p'anned. It is 
more than probable that during the 
year this output will be increased. 

It is a large order of which Canad- 
jans may be proud and happy to do 
this and more in the cause of freedom. 

(Christian Science Monitor) 

Ottawa— Canada will produce more 
than $2,000,000,000 worth o' munit- 
ions in teh next year, or two and a 
third times the output of 1941, accord- 
ing to C. D. Howe,,Minister of Munit- 
ions and Supply. 

The 1942 output will come largely 
from the new plants which are enter- 
ing production now for the first time. 
But Mr Howe is not confining himself 
to his presnt industrial program. It 
will be expanded still further, the only 
limiting factor being managerial abil- 
ity and the supply of skilled labor. 
Additional Disclosures— 

While Mr Howe was making this 
announcement the Government was 
advising Parliament that in the last 
seven months voluntary enlistments 
in teh Army, Navy and Air Force, av- 
eraged 20,000 men a month, far more 
than the public had believed, and suf- 
ficient to maintain all the Govern- 
ment’s quotas. 

Other facts disclosed by Mr Howe 
are— 

Canada is making 70 airplanes a 
week, or 300 a month. Only a few 
months ago production stood at 40 a 
week. Plane production, of course, has 
never been regarded as one of Can- 
ada’s large efforts in the war. 

Canada has made and delivered 
20,000 Bren machin guns and is turn- 
ing them out now at the rate of 3,000 
a month, the largest output of any 
country in the world. 

Canada expects to build almost as 
many merchant ships in 1942 as Great 
Britain, while continuing to build 
sinall naval ships. The Canadian Gov- 
ernment regards ships as the sup- 
reme requirement of the United Nat- 
ions. 

Canadian equipment was used in 
Greece and Crete, and in Libya pract- 
ically the whole mechanical transport 
of the British armies came from this 
country. Equipment also has been 
shipped to Australia, New Zealand, 
India, South Africa, Britain, Russia, 
th Netherlands East Indies and the 
United States.

For this work, Japanese who are 
being removd from the B. C. defense 
area will be utilized. 

It has been estimated that 500 men 
will be used at the start, to be in- 
creased ultimately ta 2,000. 

When this northern route is com- 
pleted there will be three routes con- 
necting Alberta with B. C., the other 
two being the Crowsnest route and 
the trans-Canada highway by way of 
the Big Bend in B. C. 

@ Building Centre In Newfoundland— 

Latest addition ta the steadily 
growing list of Canadian Red Shield 
War Service Centres and facilities to 
help Canadian armed forces is report- 
ed from Newfoundland, where a new 
canteen, service and recreation -cen- 
tre and men’s hostel is nearing com- 
pletion at Port Aux Basques.

There are so many cases of delay. 
I might enumerate a few of them. 
Sometimes the proper description of | 
land is not given. Sometimes several | 
members of the family have applied 
for the wheat acreage bonus on the 
same land. Sometimes there is a land- 
lord’s claim. Sometimes the officer has | 
overlooked the notification; I know 
of whole districts which were denied 
the bonus because the proper official 
had not made the notification in time. 
There are 250,000 farmers and it takes 
a considerabletime to get in contact} 
with them all. The cheques are going 
out at the rate of 5,000 a day, but even 
at that rate it takes months to reach 
all the farmers. Then again some of 
them get a mere pttance when they 
expect a substantial sum. This may not 
bea tragedy to the average man in an 
office; it may not matter much whe- | 
ther he puts the cheque into one pig- 
eon-hole or another, but to the man 
on the farm with no money and no 
credit, whose store bill is overdue, 
whose taxes are not paid, and who 
needs money badly for his family’s re- 
quirements, it is indeed a very serious | 
thing. So that while the people 


/a lot of disappointment among

| that they are serving a good purpose, 


yet theslowness with which they come, 
and the technical details which must 
first be complied with, have caused 
the 
farmers, 

The cattle raising people of the 
west have greatly benefited by the 
reduced duty on cattle going into the 
United States. There is a ceiling now 
on the price of meat sold in retail 
stores, and there is some doubt as to 
the availability of a sufficient quan- 
tity to meet retail requirements; but 
I do want to impress upon the govern- 
ment the necessity of notinterfering at 
all with our tariff arrangements with 
theUnited States, because that is 
something that has given fresh life to 
the ranching industry. I do hope, 
notwithstanding the influence of other 
parties to the deal, that our market 
will not be curtailed or an embargo 
put on or a change in duty made.

Professor 
Hope, in 1938, gave these figures in 
dealing with the cost of producing a 
bushel of wheat incuding interest 
charges.

Supposing the yield is13 bushels an 
acre, then the figures would be— for 
the half section farmer, 99 cents; for 
the sction farmer, 79 cents; and for 
the two section farmer, 71 cents. 
Those are the prices at the elevator. 
The guaranteed price at Fort William 
is 70 cents for No. 1 northern, so that 
that the prsent price is far below 
these estimated costs.

BEET SUGAR 


OUTH Alberta Beet growers and 
§ manufactures did the right thing 
this week when they decided to in:- 
crease the sugar beet acreage in the 
Lethbridge district this year by some 
4000 acres. There appears to be very 
little doubt that, before the end of the 
year, this continent will be facing a 
very definite sugar shortage.

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WORLD OF WHEAT 


By H. G. L. Strange 
Director— “The Crop Testing Pian” 


A most fascinating and interesting 
piece of work that al] farmers should 
attempt at thie time of the year, is 
the ferminating of the grain they pro- 
pose to use as seed. It is quite practi- 
cable for farmers to test their own 
seeds at home, and no special equip- 
ment is needed. 

A fairsized flower pot, or even a 
wooden box, say twelve inches by six 
by six inches deep, with 2 few holes 
drilled in the bottom to allow drain- 
age will do. The container should be 
filled with nice loamy earth such as 
can be dug out of a summerfallowed 
field. Then 100 seeds should be plant- 
ed about 1 1-2 inches deep in this soil. 
The soil should be watered daily. The 
box should be placed in front of a 
window and where the temperature 
will be the ordinary house tempera- 
ture. It should not be placed too near 
a stove, ; 

In a few days the sprouts will begi:: 
to appear and they can be counted, 
and so the percentage of germination 
can be figured, and the farmer can 
also observe whether the sprouts are 
strong and vita, or weak and feeble. 

In the event that the germination is 
low, then a sample of the seed should 
be submitted for official testing. Any

What causes hot springs to bubble 
from te ground? This is a question | 
that has intrigued the layman. One 
xplanation is that the water is mov- 
ing from a place of higher pressure 
to one of lower pressure. The water 
of some hot springs s of surface orl- 
gin, it gets into the ground or rocks 
in various ways, circulates over heat- 
ed rock masses at some depth, and 
finally escapes to the surface in the 
form of a hot spring. The water of 
other hot springs is considered by 
geologists to be o fmagmatic origin. 
That is to say, it is part of the magma 
or het liquid strata beneath the 
earth’s crust, and, on reaching the 
surface, encounters the light of day 
for th efirst time, 

Hot mineral springs cecur in three 
of Canada’s national parks — Banff 
and Jasper in Albrta, and Kootenay in 
British Columbia. Naturally such an 
important tourist attraction has re- 
ceived considerable attention, and as 
the fame of the curative properties of 
these hot springs has spread, a plan 
of development for their fullest use 
has been put into effect. 

At Banff, two public bath-houses 
have been constructed; one at Cave 
and Basin Springs situated in Banff 
townsite; and the other at Upper Hot 
Springs about two miles from the, 
centre of the town of Banff. At the | 
Cave and Basin there are two outdoor 
swimming pools fed by springs having 
a temperature of 92 F. and at Upper 
Hot Springs the pool receives its wat- 
er supply from a_ spring having a 
temperature of 112 F. Both of these 
health centres are equipped with 
showers, rest-rooms and other facilit 
les for the comfort and enjoyment of 
visitors. The Cave and Basin pools 
are open from May until September, 
but the Upper Hot Springs bath-house 
and pool are kept open the year round. 

The Radium Hot Springs in Kooten- ' 
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ay National Park have a temperature 
of 114 F. and here too have been built 
a splendid bathhouse and _ outdoor 
swimming pool open the year round. 
These springs are on the famous 
Banff-Windermere Highway and are 
an important attraction to motorists 
travelling over this scenic route, 

The Miette Hot Springs in Jasper 
National Park have a temperature of 
126 F., but the water in the poo! is 
kept around 100 F. The bathhouse 
here contains showers, a steam-room 
and plunge baths open to visitors dr- 
ing the summer season only. There 
are several hot springs in this group, 
but only threehave been developed so 
far for public use. Miette Hot Springs 
are accessible by a good motor road 
and are only about an hour’s drive 
from the town of Jasper. 

The existence of these hot springs 
and their medicinal value were well 
known to the Indians long before the 
first whiteman penetrated the great 
mountain barriers in tre West. Early 
traders and trappers heard of them 
from the Indians and they too appar- 
ently found the waters to have cura- 
tive properties. It was the discovery , 
of hot mineral springs at Banff, Al-| 
berta, which provided the inspiration | 
for teh establishment of Canada’s | 
present national parks system. The | 
comparatively small area of ten | 
square miles around the Banff hot | 
springs, set aside for public use in| 
1885, was the beginnng of a chain of | 
national parks which now stretches 
from the Selkirk Mountains in British 
Columbia to the Atlantic seaboard of 


Nova Scotia. 

Whatever may cause hot springs to 
bubble out of the ground, Canada’s 
National Hot Springs have long held a 
reputation for curative qualities, and 
are visited each year by great num- 
bers seeking relife from various ail-
